DOGS IN ALASKA 


Carry Great Loads Over Snow That 
Would Not Hold a Man 


Dogs are surely the real thing for 
“mu, ing” in the cold country, To my 
mind they beat reindeer a mile, Most 
of them weigh less than 100 pounds, 
and they distribute their weight over 
their four feet, so that they can trot 
over a weak snow crust where a man 
would sink out of sight by breaking 
through the crust into the soft snow 
below. On a good, level, smooth trail 
ten dogs can trot along w'th a ton of 
freight behind them, and 500 or 600 
pounds is a fair load on poor tra 

A pecullar thing is that a twelve 
foot sled, twenty-two to twenty-four 
inches wide, with runners two and one- 
quarter inches wide, bearing a load 
of 600 to 800 pounds, will not sink! 
through a snow crust that will not 
bear a man. This occurs because two

United States Fruit and the War 

Continuation of the general war tu 
Europe will hurt the fruit growers of 
the United States. 
by the U.S, department of commerce 
show that in the year ended June 
30 fruits amounting to $55,000,000 
were shipped abroad. The greater purt 
of these products were consumed in 
the countries now at war. 

There has been growing demand 
in KMurope for these, particularly or- 
anges, apples and dried fruits, which 
have commanded good prices. 

Apples are the most popular im- 
ported fruit in foreign markets. Green 
or ripe apples sent abroad from the 
States last year brought $6,500,000, 
while dried apples brought a total of 
$2,70,000, Prunes, which are 
as a dessert on foreign tables, brought 
$4,666,000. Dried apricots sent abroad 


were worth $1,940,000, while the ex- 
ports in raisins amounted to $1,900, 
000, 


Canned fruits have found a2 in- 
creasing market and people in the old 


world last year paid $4,900,000 for 
them. 

California and Florida oranges find 
\larger markets in Kurope each year 


The total sale last year amounted to 
$3,825,000, as against $3,000,000 in the 
previous year. Pears alone shipped 
from this country brought $1,403,000 
Europeans paid $717,000 for berries 
of various kinds and nearly 000,000 
for various kinds of unclassified 
fruits.

Wood Used in the Maritime 
Province Industries 


Two hundred million (200,000- 
000) feet, board measure, of wood 
per year are required by the various 
industries of the Maritime Provinces 
that use wood as their raw material 
--not to speak of the many millions 
of feet of timber used in rough 
building construction for poles and 
railway cross-ties, fuel and the 
many other uses of timber. 

Such is the conclusion of an in- 
vestigation recently made by the 
Forestry Branch of the Dominion 
Department of the Interior into the 
wood-using industries of the Mari- 
time Provinces, and published as 
their Bulletin No. 44, ‘‘ Wood- 
Using Industries of the Maritime 
Provinces.’’ The value of the 
wood used is nearly $8,700,000; 
this entire amount only 12.3 per 
cent—about 25,000,000 feet—was 
imported, 

Twenty-eight kinds of wood are 
used in the industries, spruce occu- 
pying first place. A list of the 
uses of each particular wood in the| 
industries is a feature of the 
bulletin. 

The report is compiled from re- 
ports sent in by over six hundred 
manufacturers of the province, a 
classified list of whom, with their 
addresses, is given in the work, |

Department of Interior, Ottawa, 


Congress on Industrial Safety in 
Chicago, October 14, it is reported 
that not a single member came to 
the defense of alcohol.

‘Milk has taken the place with 
our men that liquor used to hold,”’ 
asserted E. K. Prichett of the 
Macey company xt Grand Rapids, 
Mich., ‘‘and this is how it hap- 
pened. After forbidding the men 
to use aleoholic beverages, we ar- 
ranged to have milk wagons call at 
the factories at ten o’clock each 
morning. We then permitted 
them to halt in their work and go 
out and buy bottles of fresh milk. 
We find this arrangement practic- 
ally has solved our drinking 
problem,.”’ 

Later the organization, represented 
by 700 delegates. unanimously and 
enthusiastically adopted the follow- 
ing resolution: 

‘‘Whereas, it is recognized that 
drinking of alcoholic stimulants 
is productive of a heavy per cent 
of the accidents and diseases 
affecting the safety and efficiency 
of the workingmen; be it 

‘Resolved, That it is the sense 
of this organization to go on re- 
cord in favor of eliminating the 
use of intoxicants in the indus- 
tries of the nation.’’ 

The members of the National 
Safely Council employ more than a 
million men.

It is said that Austria has made 
overtures to Russia with a view to 
termes of peace. 


Turkey after a raid upon forts 
and ships in the Black Sea which 
Russia an? Britain considered tanta- 
mount to a declaration of war, has 
apologized. ‘The allies, however, 
are considering that a state of war 
with Turkey would, perhaps, be 
better than an uncertain peace and 
have made preparations for the new 
enemy. Russia is said to have 
sent an army into Turkish territory. 


Two German armored cruisers 
and three light cruisers, consider 
ably superior in tonnage and weight 
of metal, engaged three British 
cruisers off the coast of Chile and 
won ina fierce naval fight. The 
British vessels were unable to re- 
ply to the Germans as the range of 
their guns fell far short of those of 
the German vessels and they were 
badly damaged Lefore the enemy 
cume to close enough quarters to 
enable them vo fight. 


The Germans have abandoned 
the attempt to reach Calais by the 
coast route and are massing for a 
determined attack near Lys. 
While no decisive victory has been 
achieved by the allies, they have 
more than held their own on the 
north Belgium border. 


The Russians have been gaining 
ground steadily on the East Prussia 
border. They have also been 
gradually making headway with the 
Austrians in the foothills of the 
Carpathians. 


The iucipient revolt in South 
Africa, headed by Beyers and De 
Wet has about petered out. Be- 
yers has been defeated and De Wet 
is said to be ready to surrender. 


A Japanese-British squadron is 
being hurried from the Caroline Is- 
lands to meet the German squadron 
which recently afflicted loss upon 
the South Pacific British squadron. 


A Franco-British fleet is reported 
to be bombarding Turkish forts on 
the Dardaneiles. 


A small German fleet attempted 
a daring raid on the British coasts 
but retired without inflicting any 
serious damage. The coasts are 
being protected by mines and the 
work was expected to have been 
completed this week. The Ger- 
mans sank a submarine and two 
drifters. In retreat the German 
warships dropped floating mines 
which made a pursuit inadvisable.

some very interesting facts regard- 
ing the effect of care, or neglect, as 
the case may be,upon the life of 
machinery on the farm, — Between 
90 and 95 farms, divided into three 
districts, were visited in each of the 
provinces of Manitoba, Saskatch- 
ewan and Alberta, 

In Saskatchewan, out of 04 far- 
mers visited by the Commisson’s 
representative, 76 leave all of their 
implements out of doors, On 73 of 
the farms, there were no implement 
On 21 of 
the farms, sheds large enough to

cover part of the implements were 
found, in most cases this being only 
a buggy or a democrat, but not on 
one single farm was the machinery 
all housed. Not one farmer was 
found who painted his implements 
to protect them from the weather. 

In Manitoba only 14 out of 94 
keep their machinery under cover 
during winter, while 44 claim to 
keep a part of it inside. On 34 of 
the Manitoba farms no provision 
whatever is made for the protecting 
of implements, and only 4 claim to 
have done any painting. 

In the three districts visited in 
Alberta, mixed farming is carried 
on quite extensively, making more 
barn room available, so that imple- 
ments are more likely to be pro- 
tected, but even here, 87 out of the 
92 visited leave all 
of doors.

40 farmers were visited, every man 
housed his implements during win- 
ter, although none of these men do 
any painting.

An implement shed costs money 
but if its use will double or treble 
the length of time the machinery 
will last, it is a good inyestinent. 
Farmers often say they can not 
afford to build a shed. The truth
